But before you set a weekend aside to make this trip, contact the information center of the park well in advance, 
suggests the Club's Outing Bureau. For at this time of the year, Sequoia, like all other national parks, ts an extremely 
popular place. 

Although Sequoia has several out¬ 
standing attractions, its most noted 
one is probably the General Sherman 
Tree, which dominates the Giant

seen a sweeping panorama extend¬ 
ing from San Joaquin Valley on the 
west to the jagged peaks of the Great 
Western Divide on the eastern hori¬ 
zon. Other trail trips lead to Heather 
Lake, Alta Peak or to Bearpaw 
Meadow Camp at the base of the 
Great Divide. 

Among the foremost attractions of 
Kings Canyon National Park is the 
Cedar Grove Recreation Area, which 
lies within the mighty canyon of the 
south fork of the Kings River. Here, 
towering peaks rise heights of a 
mile or more above the stream. 
Spectacular canyon walls, views of 
the mountain river, Zumwalt Mead¬ 
ows and Roaring River Falls are 
accessible by road and trail from 
this center. Cedar Grove is also a 
popular base point for extensive 
trail trips into the surrounding high 
country. 

From Bakersfield, the roundtrip 
to Cedar Grove is 340 miles.
